Subject; — Licensing of (a) Dyeing, Bleaching, Mercerising and Calendering Machi- 
nery, and (b) Roller Skins and Picking Bands, falling under S. No. 4(2) and 
5(1) respectively of Part III of the Import Trade Control Schedule from certain 
Countries for which Letters of Credits were opened before the 18th December, 
1950. 

No. 174-ITC(P.N.)/50. — The attention of the importers is Invited to Commerce 
Ministry Notification No. 59-ITC/50 dated the 18th December 1050 according to 
which the above mentioned Items were withdrawn from the scope of Open General 
Licence No. XVI. 

2. It has now been decided that where Irrevocable letters of credits have been 
opened to cover the Import of goods thus excluded from Open General Licence XVI, 
licences will be granted without exchange control copies for the values outstanding 
on 18th December 1950 against the letters of credits and will be valid for shipment 
upto the last date of shipment stipulated in the credit. 

3. Application should be made In this behalf to the Deputy Chief Controller of 
Imports, Bombay so as to reach him by 15th January, 1951. Such applications 

should be accompanied by a certificate from the authorised dealer in foreign ex- 
change concerned showing (1) Number of Letter of Credit (2) date of opening there- 
of, (3) name of opener, (4) name of Beneficiaries, (5) value, (6) details of goods, (7) 
last date of shipment stipulated in the credit and (8) value outstanding on 18th 
December, 1950, for shipment.
